His acting 
throughout was judicious and forcible, especially in the scene with 
Tubal, and io the trial scene ; in the latter, the fiendlike exulta- 
tion with which he exclaimed ‘‘ Nearest his heart,” when he 
claimed the forfeiture of his bond, was highly effective, and the 
utter prostration of his corporal and mental faculties, when baited 
and foiled by the hated Christian, he says 
. ‘¢ Tam not well—send the deed after me, 

And I will sign it” — 

was depicted with great skill; his tongue faltered, and the words 
dropped from his lips as if the power of utterance bad failed him, 
and he tottered from the scene, groping his way by the wall lest 
he should fall to the ground at the feet of his revilers ; there was 
novelty in the conceptio::\, aod it was finely executed. He was 
warmly applauded throughout, Miss Vincent looked a very 
pretty Jessica, but her blue eyes and clear complexion would 
incline us to agree with Launcelot ‘* that the Jew, her father, 
did not beget her.’”’ Collins, as Lorenzo, seng the serenade very 
sweetly. The Play was followed by West Country Wooing, in 
which Mrs, Waylett again charmed her auditors by the sweetness 
of her ballad singing, and ber clever personation of the Zummer- 
setshire peasant girl. The third piece was the Farce of Tam 
O’Shanter, acted for the first time at this Theatre, by permission 
of Mr. Bunn, (who, by the way, more than one of our contem- 
poraries bas sent to Paris, for the last week, though we saw him 
in a private box al this house on Monday night.) My Young Wife 
and my Old Umbrella concluded. - 

VicToRIA.—The interesting Drama of Lucille; or, a Tale 
of the Heart, has been produced at this Theatre; Mr. James

great talent, and the piece altogether is well done. This Drama 
was originally brought out at the Lyceum, where its author, 
Serle, and Mrs. Keeley, were the hero and heroine.

Costuae, the northern oboe player, is 80 or thereabouts, 
yet he took the oboe primo part at the Yorkshire Amateur Con- 
certs, last year, exceedingly well. So it appears that it is not 
a little puff that will blow the wind iastrument birds off their 
perch.— Musical World.
